“The weird, mad act” of the youths 
was mentioned only incidentally as 
the veteran of the American bar went 
back of the crime itself to trace from 
childhood the influences which had 
surrounded his clients. 
The effect of 
these, he acknowledged, could not be 
told with certainty, but limits of hu­ 
man knowledge were blamed for that. 
Blames Money 
“Wealth, opening the doors which 
led to no t’enial of desire, was the 
terrible misfortune in this terrible 
case,” Mr. Harrow said, and then he 
took up the cases of each of tile boy*, 
starting with Loeb. 
He spoke of him 
as “Dickey” and said that the fan­ 
tasy of being able to produce “a per­ 
fect crime” grew naturally from the 
boy’s 
habitual 
reading of detective 
stories, superimposed upon a brain 
“forced like a hothouse plant to ab­ 
sorb book after book.” 
“His parents might have done better 
if they hadn’t had any money,” Mid 
Mr. Darrow. 
Leopo^l, Mr. Darrow said, was an 
intellectual machine, running without 
balance, without emotional life in any 
degree. 
Calla Him “Babe” 
He spoke of him as “Babe”, explain­ 
ing that he thought the family nick­ 
name more fliting than the state’s at­ 
torney’s use of the word “man.” 
“This intellectual machine was of 
course not understood by his father,” 
said Mr. Darrow, and he then launch­ 
ed into a dissertation of the philoso­ 
phy of the super-man, beyond good or 
evil.

OLD LUSITANIA 


Ship Sunk Off Irish Coast by 
Germ an 
Torpedo in May, 
1915, Never WH! he Raised 
Say Experts. 


London.—Chances arc that tho Lusi­ 
tania, sunk off tho Irish coast by a 
German torpedo in May, 1915, never 
wtjl be raised, according to David 
Masters, author of a book which 
describes the wonders of salvage. 
The sheer weight of the sea, the 
writer points out, quickly obliterates 
man’s handiwork, and the Lusitania 
probably ceased to be a ship years ago. 
It is extremely likely that the tremen­ 
dous pressure to which she was sub­ 
jected at the depth of 288 feet long 
ago crushed her flat, he says. 
The liner's 30-ton safe, full of val­ 
uables, would be strong enough, one 
might think, to resist the pressure of 
the sea; but even tho chances of 
salting the safe along from the liner’s 
strong room do not appeal to the 
writer as being worth the risk. 
Score# of schemes have been pro­ 
pounded for salving the Lusitania. An 
American has proposed to use a sub­ 
marine which would fire torpedoes 
through the hull. Each torpedo would 
carry a steel cable. 
When sufficient 
cables had been fired they would be 
picked up on the other side, brought 
to the surface, and the wreck lifted 
from the depths. 
Experts say this 
ingenious scheme is simple in theory, 
but impracticable, and that the Lusi­ 
tania remains, and is likely to remain, 
where she sunk more than nine years 
ago.
